His punishment was fixed at fourteen 
years’ imprisonment. 

A few minutes after the verdict had 


appeared at the trial as Shipman’s com- 
forter and chief al. issued a statement 
bitterly condemning the action of the 
jury. Again, aa she had on the witness 
stand, she asserted her slain son had been 
the one to biame. , 

“I don’t see how twelve men could have 
returned such @ verdict,” she cried. 
“ Every one was against poor Will. He 
should: have been acquitted. Even man- 
slaughter might have been a reasonable 
verdict.

ADMIRAL FISKE 
RESIGNS BIG JOB 


Quits a Ald for Operations; 
Had hun Long at Dus 
with Daniels, 


(By a Statt Correspondent.) 


A sensation was created in naval circles 
today when it became known that Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, who has an 
international reputation ag a naval ex- 
pert, had resigned the office of aid for 
operations and that the resignation had 
been promptly accepted by Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels. 

The retirement of Rear Admiral Fiske 
from this important post is the culmina- 
tion of a, long series of difficulties be- 
tween the ald for operations and the geo- 
retary of the navy. Admiral Fiske found 
himself out of tune with the present ad- 
ministration from the outeet. He advo- 
cated a larger building program and «4 
more up to date organization and repeat- 
edly urged the development of the service 
with a view to subordinating everything 
to fighting efficiency. 

Clash with Daniels. 
In the trouble that grew up between See- 
retary Daniels and Admiral Fiske Mr. 
Daniels made it plain that he regarded 
the navy in ite present form as an efficient 
fighting organization, and it is understood 
that he resented eriticisms of the service 


made by the ald for operations. 


Naval officers say that Admiral Fiske 
represented the views of the naval service 
as a whol, which ts sald to be greatly

The 
ambassador urged that the supply for 
each vessel be limited to “bunker” 
coal. If such a limitation were imposed

The insistence of the ambassador is due 
to the British belief that the German 
steamers dre to be employed to coal a 
fieet of German raiders, after which the 
raiders will transform the steamers into 
auxiliary cruisers.

„ Busoni’s first 460 of work was 
Paw! bet It was the Saint-Satns con- 
certo No, 5 in F major, a richly made 
work with the quality of excitement in 
ite rhythms. Inasmuch as the audience 
had just heard the sensuous religious 
music of Wagner and was about to hear 
Debuasy’s fragile imaginings in tone- 
poetry, the planist’s intellectual quali- 
ties ran the risk of seeming on the one 
hand pale and on the other rather coarse, 
It was fortunate then that he had Saint- 


It was Impossible not to feel the excite- 
ment of Mr. Busoni's dexterity, the con- 
tagion of speed with which Mr. Busoni and 
Saint-Sa#ns gave expression to ingenious 
shythms. The second and third move- 
ments were, as they should be, the most 
interesting and the richest in musical 
imagining. Such a beginning served as 
an excellent introduction to his own In- 
dian fantasy, played for 1 
m America. 

The Indian fantasy 3 itself a 
piece of program music, intended to 
picture “the endless prairie of North 
America.” The composer went to the 
books of Miss Natalie Curtis, a collector 
of Indian melodies, for his themes, and 
he has sprinkled the fantasy with them. 
pretty thoroughly. They nn au- 
thentic. 

Mr. Busoni went to the trouble of or- 
chestrating his work in such a manner 
that the original asperities.of the noble 


Somehow this did not make it breathe of 
the prairies, and though the “tusch” 
with which the members of the orchestra 
favored him at the end of his program was 
convincing proof that it is a most mu- 
sicianly composition, more is needed to 
put it among the masterpieces. 

Mr. Busoni led us through this well 
ordered chaos he calls America in his 
usual impeccable manner. He was es- 
pecially successful in making the rhythm 
interesting. What one misses in his play- 
ing is the richness of tone and the finer 
contrasts in quality whith several other 
familiar pianists have at their disposal. 
He was, however, entirely succéssful in 
his purpose—that of making his audience |

WASTE OF CITY 


TO FEED POOR 


System Successful in Du- 
luth and Minneapolis to 
Be Tried Here. 


A practical plan of giving temporary 
work to the unemployed, feeding them 
free of cost, and preventing the present 
large waste of foodstuffs in Chicago, is to 
be placed in operation here in the near 
future by F. E. Plumb, superintendent of 
the Duluth gospel mission. 
Plan Succeeds in Duluth. 

The plan has been tried succesefully in 
Duluth and Minneapolis, and Mr. Plumb 
is at present searching for a site for a 
mission here. The mission will utilize the 
waste materials thrown away by commis- 
sion merchants, hotels, and clubs—food- 
stuffs that do not come up to the standard 
but which are ir no way rendered unfit for 
feeding the unemployed. 

Recently the health department of Du- 

th investigated the mission conducted 

ere and found that everything was con- 
ducted in a sanitary manner and that the 
food supplied was wholesome. The plan 
has the indorsement. of the Associated 
Charities of Duluth and ot W. I. Prince, 
mayor of that city.

“ We are feeding on an average of 200 
men a day in Duluth and 800 in Min- 
neapolis,” said Mr. Plumbb. “ Here in 
Chicago we figure we can feed from 1,500 
to 2.000 a day. I have talked to the com- 
rission merchants along South Water 
fireet and they have promised me their 
assistance. I have visited the railroad 
yards and find that we shail be able to 
cbtain all the potatoes we zan use simply 
for the trouble of hauling them away. 
In Duluth we get meat and soup bones 
cisearded by the clubs and large hotels, | 
but which are entirely wholesome and 
fine for making stews and soups. 

“The only expense we are put to is the 
overhead expense, such as rent, lights, 
fuel, etc. The men collect the foodstuffs: 
In the other cities we have hand caris,

FRIENDLY SPIRIT

IN LABOR WORLD 


Employers Agee b den 
Gompers’ Suggestions and 
He Leaves Today. 
FIRM ON STRIKE STAND, 


The dove of peace continued to hover 
over the labor situation in Chicago's 
building trades yesterday. 

Municipal Judges Newcomer, Sullivan, 
and Gemmill opened the hearing in which 
the differences between the plasterere 
and their employers, affecting several 
thousand men, will be arbitrated. The 
judges will continue the hearing today. 

The Building Construction Employers’ 
association announced it will accept sug- 
gestione made by President Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor for changes in the uniform arbi- 
tration agreement with unions in the 
Building Trades council. The employers 
algo replied to the “ insurgent” unions 
that they would not accede to the 6 
mands permitting sympathetic strikes. 

Gompers to Leave Today. 

The decision of the employers was ac- 
cepted without comment by President 
Gompers, who last night announced he 
would leave for Washington today. 
Thomas J. Williams of the building trade 
department of the American Fedegation 
of Labor, who came west with Mr. Gom- 
pers for the conference, will leave at the 
seme time for Kansas City The fact that 
neither had an answer for the employers 
wae taken by the Bullding Trades Coun- 
cil leaders as a tacit approval of the 
council's working agreement, which Gom- 
— and Williams came here to Investi- 
gate. | 

Painters Await Conference. 

The situation among the painters who 
refused Thursday to continue work for 
contractors who did not sign their new 
agreement remained practically un- 
changed. The conference slated for 
today between the wage scale committee 
of the painters’ district council and rep- 
resentatives of the Decurators’ club, the 
employers’ organization, will take up 
their differences. The results of this con-

Employers’ association was directed te 
President Gompers as bead of all the 
labor organizations. The twe important 
objections of the “insurgents” to the

The answer by the employers on the 
regulation of materials follows: 

“Tt would be creating by agreements 
boycott againet products manufactured 
outside of Chicago in this or other coun, 
tries, thereby infringing upon the laws 
of our states and nation, and make us 
conspirators liable to punishment for in- 
fraction of such laws. 

“It would be against the interests of 
public policy and our city in particular, 
as the object sought by the protesting 
unions is to prevent any materiel or 
product manufactured outside of this city 
to be used in bullding construction here.” 


Strike View. 

The answer to the question of permit- 
ting sympathetic strikes is as follows: 

“The other principal demand which 
we cannot approve is that sympathetic 
strikes should be agreed to by us and 
recognized wherever same was thought 
desirable by the protesting unions, and 
which would if se stipulated, in effect 
destroy and nullify the objecte sought 
mutually, to provide for continuous work 
in the building industry, while we, on the 
other hand, seek to eliminate strikes or 
lockouts and substitute in the place 
thereof the joint arbitration board and 
the joint conference board to adjust dis- 
putes or grievances which may arise. 

“It ie beyond our power, desire, or in- 
tention to coerce, prescribe, or dictate to 
an owner, manufacturer, or occupant of 
a building thet he should unionize his es- 
tablishment and all his employés before 
we could do any building construction 
work for him or them.” 


The suggestions made by 
Gowmpers for changes in the uniform arbt- 
tration agreement, which were indorsed 
‘by the employers, provide that: 

A two-thirds majority vote of the 
joint arbitration board be required in 
settling disputes im place of an affirma- 
tive vote of 51 per cent of the mem- 
bership of the board. 

There shall be one or more alternate 
umpires chosen, who may be used In 
case the regular umpire is unable to 


serve. 
There shall be an arbitration appeal 
board consisting of an equal number

Charging that the capitalization of the 
principal railroads involved in the pres- 
ent freight advance move before the in- 
terstate commerce commission exceeded 
the present cost by 48.787, 40 in five 
western states, Delbert F. Jurgensen, 
chief engineer for the Minnesota railroad 
commission, yesterday asserted that a 
reasonable return to the carriers should 
not be computed on the basis of the stocks 
and bonds outstanding.
